Many Proposals to End Uprising Have 


Eeen Discussed, 
But 
No 
Definite 


Plan Approved. 


Washington, July 25.- W hen Ambas­ 
sador Henry lame Wilson, now on his 
way to Washington, has finished his 
conferences with the president, he will 
be asked to give tile senate ioreiga 
relations committee first hand iiitor- 
mation of the situation in Mexico. 
Some of the members have not con­ 
fer! cd with the president directly on 
the rapidly changing aspect. Tile am ­ 
bassador is expected in Washington 
on Saturday. 
Secretary Bryan also 
probably will be asked to take up the 
Mexican affairs with Hie committee. 
Proposals for mediation, repeal of 
the restrictions against the shipment 
of arm s anti of President Wilson's al­ 
ternate plan for rigid, enforcement of 
neutrality, were discussed among the 
senators, but no definite plan of action 
received approval. Many members of 
the foreign relations committee con­ 
sider mediation impossible because of 
the many factions in Mexico and the 
difficulties th a t uttcnd any effort to 
supervise elections. 
Although such suggestions have at 
various times been made to President 
Wilson, Secretary Bryan and members 
of congress by persons in this coun­ 
try and Mexico, the proposition has 
never before reached the stage of seri­ 
ous consideration because of the in­ 
sistent attitude of the Constitutional­ 
ists that they woald not entertain me­ 
diation under any circumstances. 
“Who will guarantee the honesty of 
an election? 
The only guarantee we 
can have is to take possession of the 
gov! rnment by arm s put on a provis­ 
ional president and 
hold 
elections 
when the country is pacified. Elections 
with most of tho country up in arm s 
would he impossible.” 
Tills was the answ er of the Consti­ 
tutionalists, representatives to report 
that mediation was about to be under­ 
taken through the offices of the United 
flutes. The Constitutionalists profess 
to see in such a proposal an effort on 
the part of the Huerta government to 
obtain a suspension of hostilities dur­ 
ing which it would take retaliatory 
m easures to suppress the Constitu­ 
tionalists’ cause. 
A number ot senators In discussing 
til® .Mexican situation with President 
Wilson learned that he was hopeful 
that the senate would refrain from 
debate about Mexico at this time or 
at any rate until after Ambassador 
Wilson had arrived and a definite pol­ 
icy had been formulated. It was said 
the pre d b ut ]M)inted out that exp es- 
slons by senators might arouse bad 
feeling in Mexico. 
Th*- annexation of states in north­ 
ern Mexico by the United States and 
a division of the rem ainder of the 
country 
into 
separate 
governments 
was suggested by Senator Hitchcock, 
of Nebraska, as a possible way of 
bringing about peace in that country. 
“The cession of a portion of north­ 
ern Mexico to the United States in 
payment for the enormous indemnity 
which must lie asked of that country 
for damage to American life and prop­ 
erty seems to me to be a feasible way 
of settling these claims,” said Hitch­ 
cock. “ It will he impossible for that 
government to meet the demands of 
the United 
States in cash. 
These 
states annexed to this country also 
would serve* as ‘buffer’ territory be­ 
tween the old border of the United 
.State* and the Mexican natton further 
to the south.”

Violence, Due to Walk-Out of 15,000 


Miners, Grew Beyond His Control. 


Loyal Employes Stoned. 


Lansing, Mich., July 25.—'Two troops 
of cavalry, two companies of artillery 
and ail the infantry companies of tho 
Michigan National Guard have been 
ordered north at once to uid in quelling 
tile disturbances in the copper coun­ 
try, where 15,000 miners are now on 
strike. 
Adjutant General TU C. Vandercook, 
who received orders from Governor 
Ferris to rush the militia to the strike 
zone, expects to have 2100 men in 
Houghton and Keweenaw counties be­ 
fore tonight. 
The provisions which the quarter­ 
m aster's departm ent liar! ordered for 
the annual encampm ent of the state 
troops, to be held at Ludington next 
month, will be shipped north at once. 
Thousands of rounds of ammunition 
and tile two field guns of the Lansing. 
Mich., artillery 
companies, supplied 
with shrapnel shells, will be included 
in the equipment of the militia. 
It is planned to keep Hie men in 
camp until the trouble is entirely at 
an end. 
Strike violence, occasioned by the 
walkout of copper miners in the il*s 
trict, 
grew 
beyond the control or 
Sheriff (’rune and he wired to (lover 
nor Ferris, asking that state troopb 
he dispatched to the scene to main 
tain order. 
Stamp mills as w-ell as mines are 
now shut down in the U T p Superior 
copper district because of the miners 
strike. 
The tie up is complete, with the ex 
ception of the smelters, some of which 
have enough mineral on hand to oper 
ate for a week or more. 
Tile Calumet and Hecla Conglomer­ 
ate shafts at the Calumet ranch also 
closed down when the strikers pre 
vented men from going to work in the 
mines. 
A large body of strikers wpnt fn.m 
one shaft to another at the Calumet 
and Hecla and Tam arack and several 
Tnynt 
employes—w**rr attaek<-4- with 
stones and painfully hurt. 
At the No. 2 cage house of the Cal­ 
umet and Heeia a body of strikers was 
prevented from taking possession bv 
the mining captain, who drew a r e 
volvor and threatened to shoot. 
Strikers gathered about the shafts 
to Jo-ep tile men with rl.nner palls 
away A large numbe r of deputies have 
been sworn In. 
It is understood the 
companies will make no effort now to 
reopen the mines. 
Attorney General Fellows wired tho 
prosecuting attorneys of Houghton and 
Keweenaw counties to close all the 
•saloons and prohibit the sale of liquor 
in the strike district. 
The m erchants of the Hancock and 
South Range district have put their 
sule? on a cash basis. The mine man­ 
agement ave acting in concert and 
will walt until the situation is under 
control before attem pting to resume 
operations, although the closing of the 
Conglomerate shaftr of the Calumet 
and Hecla for an indefinite time may 
mean costly daniag * to them.

In Calumet and took charge of the 
strike situation He announced that he 
would do Ilia host to keep the men 
from rioting, lint would countenance 
no withdrawal from the strikers' posi­ 
tion.

S E E D CORN T E 8 T 8 . 
Recent tests which the students of 
the agricultural course of the high 
school in the writer’s home town have 
made of n large supply of seed com 
saved last fall have brought out two 
Interesting facts—first that ears that 
were picked and hung up la September 
before any heavy frost occurred show 
a practically |**rfect germination test, 
while curs that were picked after the 
first heavy freeze not only show a 
larger number of dead kernels, but in 
many Instances the germinating power 
of those that grow ta weak. 
If the 
average fanner would act on the infor­ 
mation contained in these tests pick 
his corn before there is any frost and 
use care in keeping it dry during the 
w inter—there would be practically no 
such thing as a stied corn problem.
